it. Louis, reminds one forcibly of the 
Cleveland convention of 1864. 
In that 


pear the repvMiatt party, standing %y 
ie Union, desired the re-eleeiion of 
Abraham Lincoln. 
The democratic 


>arty declared the war a failure, and 
lesired the election of MoOlellan. Then, 
as DOW, tbero were certain persons who 
tad "convictions," and could not act 
with either party. They persisted in 
calling themselves republicans, though 
ail their influence went into the scales 
along with the enemies of tie Union 
and the republican party. 


A historian of those time* says: 


'Outside of the republican and demo- 
cratic parties there was no organisation, 
tod, to institute^ one, an irresponsible 
tall was istted for a convention to be 
leld at Cleveland, Ohio, on tbe 31st 
day of May, 1864 
The call represent- 


ed cbM tli jMbtk libartwi wenii dan- 
far, aid oeelend far tbe 'out-term 
KtineiBte,' by which Mr. Lincoln should 
M set aside, however efficiently he 
might bare nrred the goveraMent. 
Tbe people recognized this call to be 
simply what in reality it was—an anti- 
Lincoln demonstration—and paid no 
attention to it except in one 01 two in- 
stances. * * * * * The convention 
was held at the appointed time, and it 
brought together an insignificant num- 
bor of politicians self-appointed to their 
seats in the convention. It was inns 
sense tbe uprising of popular feeling or 
conviction, and its action found no re- 
sponse in the popular heart. Fremont's 
name formed the rallying point of the 
convention. 
Wendell Phillip? and 


Frederick Douglass sent letters to it. 
Mrs. E. Cady Stanton approved ol' the 
convention in a letter." 


Fremont was nominated for the pres- 


idency by this convention, and he ac- 
cepted m a letter full of vindictiveness 
toward President Lincoln. lie charged 
the administration with 'managing the 
war for personal ends, with incapacity 
and selfishness, with disregard of con- 
stitutional rights, with violation of per- 
sonal liberty and the liberty of the 
press, and with feebleness and want of 
principle.'-' 


"If Mr. Lincoln should b« nominat- 


ed," said he, "as I believe it would be 
fatal to the country to endorse a policy 
and renew a power which has cost ns 
the lives of thousands of men, and 
needlessly put the country on the road 
to bankruptcy, there will be no other 
alternative bat to organize against him 
every element of conscientious opposi- 
tion with the view to prevent the mis- 
fortune of his re-election.1' 


Ia ^September, 1864, General Fre- 


mont withdrew from the race and in his 
letter said: 


"In respect to Mr. Lincoln I continue 


to hold exactly the sentiments contain 
ed in my letter of acceptance. I con- 
sider that his administration lias been 
politically and financially a failure, and 
that its necessary continuance is a cause 
of regret to the Republican party." 


The platform of the Cleveland con 


vention declared that the President 
should hold office for only a single 
term. 


It is seen how similar the St. Louis 


affair will be to that of 1864 at Cleve- 
land. In the one the animating spirit 
was hatred of Mr. Lincoln and "convic- 
tions" against a "second term." In the 
other it is hatred of General Grant and 
"convictions" against a "third term." 
At Cleveland it was shown that Lin- 
coln was a bad, dangerous man, his ad- 
maigtration a failure, and that his elec- 
tion tbe second time wonld be a nation- 
al calamity. At St Lonis tbe case will 
bt equally waUmade ont against Cen- 
tral Grant. He will be pronounced a 
bad, daageroa* man—his administration 
OoWmt; and it will be solemnly re- 
solved that his re-election will be the 
deathblow of tke republic. 


There is no difficulty in getting up 


snob conventions at these, when there 
can be found a personage of sufficient 
consequence to oppose. The enemies of 
George Washington was an vindictive 
u those of General Grant and Mr. Lin- 
eoln, and they beset him in the same 
way. 
It is not related that they held a 


coaventioifltfter the fashion of Mr. 
Lincoln's and General Grant's enemies, 
bnt they couid easily have done so. 
They were safficiently numerous and 
venomous. But it would be somewhat 
difficult to rally a convention from all 
parts of the Union in opposition to the 
candidacy of many others who might 
be named. Imagine an effort to get np 
an anti-Henderson or an anti-Halsted 
convention. The idea arises a smile. 
It is one of the proofs of General 
Grant's greatness that such a conven- 
tion as the onp proposed to be held at 
St. Lonis is thought of and is possible. 


It is no use to attempt to disguise the 


real object of the convention by calling 
it "Anti-Third Term." The Cleveland 
affair was called anti-second term. Un- 
der tbe plea of "convictions" against a 
second term it was sought to under- 
mine Mr. Lincoln. So, uad«r the plea 
of aati-third term, the little waves are 
going to plash against General Grant. 
There is no sincerity in the anti-third 
term plea, as everyone knows. The 
foaryean out of office utterly destroys 
all possible force there can be in the 
third term objeetion. (f the plea was 
based on principle it would not be made 
against a man who is oat of office, and 
baa no possible use ol the machinery 
of the offices. 
It will be a ..ooveotion 


simply of those who unrelentingly hate 
General Grant. There are enough of 
such people doubtless to make a "con- 
tention." The hall will, in all proba 
bility, be well filled, bnt it must be re 
membere« that there arc about 50,000,- 
0*»«t people in tho tinted States to 
draw from.
